said officer shall apply in relation to the said sales as the maximum retail 
prioe : 

Provided further that u dealer may recover in addition to the said maximum 
retad price tho amount of flip excise duty levied under tho Central Excises and 
Salt Act. 1944, and the amount of the Sales Tax levied under any Provincial 
law for th 0 time being in force,” 
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No. 9(6)-Tax.I/49(i) . — In exercise of the powers con E erred on me by olauBe 
22 of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948, I hereby direct that the follow- 
ing further amendments shall be made in the Textile Commissioner’s Notifica- 
tion No. 80-Tex,l/48(iii) dated th e 2nd August, 1948, namely: — 

In the said notification— 

(i) for paragraphs 2, 4, 11 and 12 the following respectively shall be sub- 
stituted — 

"2 Each piece of cloth except the items mentioned in paragraph 8 
below shall be stamped at a distance not exceeding one yard from 
the end with — - 

(i) tho maximum ex-factory price of the particular description of cloth 

specified by the Textile Commissioner.

(Note — If iho actual length of the piece is not the standard length for ,vhich the 
maximum e;-. factory price 1 b specified by the Textile Comnnneioner the propoitionale price 
for the actual length shall be stamped or, in the alternative, the price per yard calculated 
to the nearest pie.) 

(ii) the maximum retail price as specified by the Tetixle Commissioner. 

4. Seconds as defined in paragraph 8 below shall be stamped with (a) the 
maximum ex-factory price for the same of the particular description of cloth 
specified by the Textile Commissioner expressed either as a price per piece 
or as a price pei yard and (b) the corresponding maximum retail price ex- 
pressed either as a price per piece or a price per yard. 

11. On the label inserted in each bundle of yam in compliance with my 
notification No. T.C, (6)1/44 dated the 19th February 1944, shall algo be stamp- 
ed m letters and figures not less than in height the maximum ox-faotory 
price and the maximum retail price respectively of the particular description 
of ynrn specified by the Textile Commissioner; 

Provided that in the labels pasted in the inside of cones th e letters and 
figures may bo of a smaher size but shall be clearly lcg/ble. 

12. On overy bale or paokage of yam shall be stamped in letters and figures 
not loss than 2 " in height the maximum ex-factory price and the maximum 
retail price respectively as in paragraph 11 above.”

Such retail price shall be the said 
maximum ox-factory price plus 14 per cent, in the case of cloth 
and 12$ per cent, in the case of yam; 

Prividcd that the seller may also recover in addition to snob maximum 
retail price the amount of the excise duty levied under the Central Excises and 
Salt Act, 1944, if originally stamped on the cloth or yam by the manufacturer 
thereof and the amount of the Sales Tax levied in respect of the cloth Or vara 
under the Provincial law 

— In exercise of the powers conferred on me by olause 
34 of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948 and with tho sanction of the 
Central Government I hereby direct that the following further amendment shaft 
be made in the Textile Commissioner's notification No. 80-Tex l/48(ii) dated 
the 2nd August 1948, namely: — 

In the said notification for the words and figures "20 per cent. and 1® 
per cent-’’ the words and figures "14 per cent.’’ and "12J per cent.’’ respec- 
tively shall be substituted. 

NO. 17 /2-Tex. 2/49(1). — In exercise of the powers conferred on m e by sub- 
clause (2) of clause 9 of the Government Contractors (Disposal of Cotton 
Textiles Unused Material and Rejected Stores) Order, 1949, J hereby direct 
'‘that the following further amendment shall be made in the Textile Ccmmis- 
sioner’s notification No. 17/2 Tex.2/49(iii) dated the 29th January, 1949 
namely. — 

In the said notification the existing item (d) shall b e made item (e) and the 
following shall be inserted as item (d): — 

"(d) The maximum retail price specified by the Textile Commissioner.’’ 

No. 17 /'2-Tex. 2/49(11) . — -In exercise of the powers conferred on me by olause
